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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because blocks in figure 1 should be descriptive. A 
proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not 
be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

Content of Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1,7-12 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In the claimed subject matter the following phrase is indefinite "connection of 
certain lines among each other" is indefinite. 

In claims 7-12, "another line" is indefinite since the line is not specified (i.e. line k, 

j, or i). 
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4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Feldmann et al (5,647,853). 

Regarding to claimed invention, Feldmann et al discloses pressure variation in perfusion 
device including multiple modules (i.e. infusion pump provided with improved occlusion 
detector comprising a force sensor and a related control circuit for reading and 
comparing the pressure, col. 2, lines 11-14), with means for measuring pressure in line 
(i.e., the control circuit causes the force sensor to read the pressure substantially at the 
time of administering a medication dose to the patient and again at the time preceding 
the next dose, col. 2, lines 38-42), when a pressure variation is detected, analytical 
process is used to determine an involvement of other modules in the pressure variation 
(i.e. the control circuit compares two pressure, the time of administering and later time 
preceding next dose, to determine whether the infusion tubing and/or catheter are 
occluded, col. 2, lines 41-43). Additionally, col.4, lines 59-65, Feldmann et al discloses 
the similar analytical process as claimed to determined an involvement of the modules 
in pressure variation, such as pressure applied to the medication within the syringe 
barrel is high when the syringe plunger 26 is advanced during a delivery event. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The dependent claims add additional features such as modification of flow rate in 
module j and module k; and analytical process includes a comparison of a slope of 
pressure curve of each line I with a slope of pressure curve of line k to determine lines j 
which are connected to line k by junction point. Feldmann et al does not clearly disclose 
different lines.
